Gruelling Says 
Casualties in 
Viet Nam Bad 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen 
Ernest 
Gruelling, 
D-Alaska, 
said Friday that the number of 
American casualties in South 
Viet Nam “is * national dis­ 
grace.” 
In a Senate speech. Gruelling 
said “it is extremely unfortu­ 
nate when a single American 
military man is killed hi the 
steamy jungles of South Viet 
Nam fighting in a civil war for 
a people most reluctant to fight 
in a cause which cannot be 
settled by arms, but can only 
be settled politically, and can­ 
not in any event be settled by 
the United States acting uni­ 
laterally. 
But to suffer almost 1.800 
casualties there is a national 
disgrace. Even worse, the kill- 
ings and the woundings conti­ 
nue almost daily.” 
Gruelling 
said 
the 
United 
States can keep its pledge to 
South Viet Nam by seeking to 
Urfaig peace through a confer­ 
ence as well as by the use of 
arm*. 
“I can well see the United 
States military forces taking 
part in peace-keeping efforts 
in South Viet Nam under the 
aegis of the United Nations.” 
he said. “That is the only way 
American men and American 
arms should be used there.” 
In any event, Gruelling said, 
“get out we must, and stop 
both our killing and the killing 
of American boys.” 
Gruelling also was critical of 
reports that the United State? 
was trying to induce Latin 
American countries to send to­ 
ken forces to Viet Nam. 
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
